The vrints we would give you would be 
black, unmounted, so that you could do whatever 
you wished with them. The only finish we could 
Rive you would be glossy. ‘The light would come 
from more or less the northwest corner or pos- 
sibly the northeast corner, according to which 
we think would be best. We world make them as 
large as possible on an 8 x 10 negative, unless 
you wanted more background behind it. [xtra 
prints would be twenty-five cents each. ie 
would prefer to photograph these all at once, as 
we would have to arrange our camera a special way 
to do this photographing. Our prints would be of 
the type termed "comercial" prints, rather than 
artistic prints, that is, on rough paper or dull.
